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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see paper no. 7, filed 20 June 2003, with respect to claims 1-11, 
13-19 and 21 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of said claims have 
been withdrawn. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, claim 22 recites the limitation "the second rotor structures have a 
variable pitch," while claim 18, from which claim 2 depends, recites, "when the second rotor 
structures have a fixed pitch." The rotor structures cannot be both fixed and variable at the same 
time. Clarification or correction is required.

Newly submitted claims 23-26 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons:

I. Claims 1-11, 13-19 and 21, drawn to wind turbines, classified in class 416, 
subclass 155. 

II. Claims 23-26, drawn to wind turbines, classified in class 416, subclass 155. 
The inventions are distinct, each fi"om the other because: 

The invention of Group I, claims 1-1 1, 13-19 and 21 have struts attached directly to the 
nacelle of the wind turbine to mount the generators while the invention of Group II, claims 23-26 
have a housing surrounding the nacelle to which the generator are mounted. 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are incapable of use together and they have different modes of operation. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention 
of Group I, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 23-26 are withdrawn firom consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.

Claims 1-11, 13-19 and 21 are allowed.
